bridge over the brook. Today 
Philips Avenue runs over the site 
where this bridge was put. 

I might add that Mr, Harold 
Melzar acquired this land, ana 
fave it to the Silver Lake Better- 
ment, and then we in turn gave it 
to the Town of Wilmington. 

We also sent a letter to the 
Board of Selectmen relative to 
Traffic Lights at Grove Avenue, 
and letters to the late Senator 
Dayid I Walsh, and Representative 
Edith Nourse’ Rogers, regarding 
the situation at the local post- 
‘office in Wilmington. 

In 1941 we were instrumental in 
having “No Parking” signs along 
Grove Avenue, which did a lot 
to clear up a bad situation. We 
{sponsored with other organiaa- 
tions, the erecting of name posts 
on accepted and non-accepted 
streets, and we had a meeting 
|with the Finance Committee in 
regards to the removal of garbage. 

In 1942'the B&M RR wanted to 
close the Silver Lake Railroad 
|Station, and we put a notice in 
the paper about it, We asked South 
|Tewksbury about it, and sent let- 
ters to Representatives Herman 
|Peterson. of Woburn ‘and Arthur 
Coolidge of Reading and to the 
Board of Selectmen, to discuss the 
matter, The station stayed open. 

In 1943 we had an article in the 
town warrant for the acceptance 
of Brand Avenue. 

In 1944 we sponsored the ac- 
ceptance of the following streets— 
|Faulkner Road, Fay Street, Baker 
Street, Pine Street, Brattle Street, 
{Oakland Road, Mass, Ave., Hob- 
son Avenue, and Bartlett Street. 
|We made up a petition for a thru 
way from Bridge Lane to Wild 
Street, and we gent a letter to Dan- 
jiel Moriarty, Register of Deeds, 
in regards to the duplicate street 
names in town, and how to cor- 
|rect the situation. He told us that 
this was up to the local authori- 
|ties, in this case, the Selectmen. 
We sponsored ‘the clearing of 
|slash_on Grove Avenue, by the 
Fire Department, and attempted to 
get electric wires underground, on 
Grove Avenue, so that the lights 
|wouldn’t go off in almost every 
|storm. We also sponsored a move- 
}ment for a private beach, at Sil- 
|ver Lake, for residents only, with 
;admission by -ticket. 

In 1945 we tackled the removal 
of snow on unaccepted streets, 
and for this we were the sole 
\sponsors, we bought ads in the 
|paper, and stirred up interest. 

We also were interested in the 
formation, at that time, of the 
local Community Fund, now the 
Wilmington Community: Fund. 

We took part in the preventing 
jof real estate people from selling 
jlots of land without laying out 
the streets in a manner acceptable 
to the town. Before that, as many 
of you may remember, we used 
to have people come out from the 
city and buy land on promises that 
the town would put in a street 
“right away.” There were a_lot 
of disappointed people’ in Wil- 
mington. at that time, 

tnis led to the formation of a 
planning board, in Wilmington. 

In 1946 we were one of a group 
that led to the voting of a Board 
of Health, by, the town. We con- 
tacted various authorities, about 
dumps, garbage pick up, disposal 
of rubbish, ete., and we contacted 
jother organizations about a G. I. 
‘village, 

In 1947 a warrant article for a 
new High School was drawn up 
jby Mr. Edward Welling and Mr. 
|Joseph Cunnjhgham and present- 
ed to the members for signature, 
after which the Association met 
|with the Selectmen, 

This year we paid off our mort- 
gage, after 19 years. 

‘We met with the Selectmen in 
|regards to parking on one side 
of Main Street, at the junction of 
Grove Avenue and the immediate 
vicinity. 

We contacted the B&M RR for 
a new station at Silver Lake, and 
also a plank walk in front of it, 
on account of the snow plows. I 
would like to say here, that we 
have always found the B&M to be 
vey nice to deal with. 

e had a huge Welcome Home 
Banquet for the Servicemen of 
the Association and their friends. 

In 1948 we had an article in the 
warrant for sidewalks on Grove 
Avenue.

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Wilmington Boy Scout Startoree 


Back in the days days just after 

the Boer War, Sir Robert Baden 
Powell (Old ‘B.P.) 
Boy Scout movement, in England. 
Modeled after the British Army, 
but without military features, the 
Scout movement adopted certain 
tetins which the ariny had brought 
frvm Australia. The Australian 
Bushman called a type of meet~ 
ing whith he attended a Corboree, 
and from ‘this term the word 
Camporee evolved, in Scouting. 

The Camporee, in the United 
States, is a springtime camp, in 
which Boy Scout patrols compete 
as units, in Scoutcraft and Camp- 
craft. 

In 1949, in Washington, D.C., a 
lawyer, by the name of Joseph 
Keller was serving, in his spare 
time, as Assistant District Com- 
missioner for the Washington Boy 
Scouts. He reasoned that there 
should be a fall camping period 
similar to the springtime Campo- 
ree, and he soon started an event 
which he called a Startoree, be- 
cause it was to get things started 
for the winter season. 

The Startoree. as evolved by 
Keller, was not to be contests by 
patrols, in camperaft and scout- 
craft, but rather camping by pa- 
trols, and with contests in field 
events. The field events were to 
be group and individual | athletic 
contests, and the Boy Scouts of 
the National Capitol responded en- 
thusiastically. 

The second place in the United 
States, as far as is known, to have 
a Startoree, was Wilmington, 
Massachusetts. The Wilmington 
Boy Scouts held their first Start- 
oree in the fall of 1951. 

The Wilmington Boy Scouts 
have the use of a tract of land, in 
northern part of town. About 40 
acres of second growth oak, on 
granite hills, which had been don- 
ated by Everett P. Daniels, of the 
nearby town of Tewksbury, for the 
use of Boy and Girl Scouts. This 
land, in a remote wooded section 
of the town, is now owned by the 
Wilmington Youth Camps, for all 
the children of Wilmington, 

Last Columbus day weekend the 
Wilmington Boy Scouts held. their 
second annual Stratoree, at Camp 
40 Acres, It was, for the boys, a 
great event. 

The Camporee rules state that 
the boys must hike from Wilming- 
ton center to the camp, a distance 
of about six miles, but the Start- 
oree rules allow any mode of 
transportation, Some boys hiked, 
some biked and some came by 
motor car. 

Troop 2, Wilmington Boy Scouts, 
which ordinarily meets on Friday 
nights, in the gymnasium of the 
Junior High School, met, instead, 
around a campfire, under the black 
oaks of 40 Acres, with their Scout-

Trail. This event took place on 
Sunday afternoon, on a patrol 
basis, Each patrol followed the 
Adventure Trail by itself, with 
all other patrols taking their turn, 
and meanwhile being kept busy 
with other activities so as not to 
gain an unfair advantage by 
watching the other patrols. 

The Adventure Trail was laid 
out with ingenious clues. One clue, 
for instance, was a written mes- 
sage, which’ was tied to a rock, 
suspended from a tree, by a string 
the other end of which led down 
to a point near the ground. 
boys had to find natural ma\ 
start a fire, burn the string and 
allow the rock to drop. Then they 
got the paper on which the mes- 
suge was written, only to find that 
it was in Morse code. Decipher- 
ing the message, they were greet- 
ed with a cheerful first line.— 
“This message is written in Morse 
Code.” The message then went on 
to give the next clue, which led to 
a search for a buried bottle, in 
which still another clue could be 
found. 

The last clue was in a port of 
the camp which has been called 
“Outer Slobbovia.” In this instance 
a road was an imaginary stream 
|which was infested with imaginary 
alligators. An explorer had, at one 
time, successfully crossed this 
|stream, which was 15 feet wide, 
and left a passport, in a tin can 
on the other side.
